R. P. A. HISTORY 


The Rochester Philatelic Association is now in its 70th 
year and is still going strong. It was organized on March 12, 
1913. The first meeting was held at the Hotel Rochester with 
eleven enthusiastic men getting it off to a fine start. Ina 
short time, they began to hold their meetings at the Municipal 
Museum in Rochester, but during the first World War, interest 
lagged and the club was only kept together through the efforts 
of five members who met at various homes. 


Eventually, more members were added and they met in the 
back room of a local stamp dealer. They soon graduated to the 
Public Library, and after many months the club moved to the 
Edgerton Park Museum. When the Bausch Museum of Arts and Sci- 
ences was built, the RPA followed them to East Avenue, moving 
in 1976 to the Parish Hall of St. Paul's Church four blocks 
away. 


Down through the years much has been accomplished in 

the effort to bring stamp collecting and its joys to the gen- 
eral public. A wide variety of programs have been featured 
at the over 1200 meetings. These activities include outside 
and local speakers, movies, mini-exhibits, swap nights - in 
fact nearly everything that was ever heard of in the hobby! 
Throughout this time there was always an annual banquet, fol- 
lowed by an exhibit, entertainment, and recently an auction. 


Early exhibitions of the RPA were local affairs, but 
during the thirties and forties show was held in conjunction 
with the Rochester Museum Hobby Council. In 1950, the RPA 
assisted in the formation of the Niagara Frontier Federation 
of Stamp Clubs. As host to this group and subsequent conbin- 
ation with the Central New York Federation of Stamp Clubs, the 
scope of the exhibitions became international. 


The year 1963 was the Golden Jubilee of the Rochester 
Philatelic Association, and called for a really big show in 
celebration. This show of over 700 frames, held in Rochester's 
new Midtown Plaza, was a huge success. This paved the way for 
subsequent large exhibitions and bourses such as TOPEX'67 and 
APS'68. Incidentally, it was at APS'68 that the World Series 
of Philately was inaugurated. The current ROPEX title was 
initiated in 1971 and used to designate the shows that hosted 
such organizations as the American Philatelic Congress, the 
Society of Philatelic Americans, and the American Topical 
Association. This background of the RPA provides as approp- 
riate credential for hosting ROPEX 83.

A new definitive coil in the Transportation 
series will be issued March 25 in Rochester, 
N.Y. The 3-cent stamp will feature a railroad 
handcar of the 1880s. 

The first day of issue will be held in con- 
junction with opening ceremonies at ROPEX 
’83 in Rochester. The show is sponsored by 
the Rochester Philatelic Association. 

Veteran stamp designer Walter Brooks of 
Norwalk, Conn., designed the Handcar issue. 
He also designed three Americana definitives 
— 9¢, 10¢ and 11¢ — as well as the 1978 Indi- 
an Head experimental 13¢ “mini-stamp” and 
the 1971 San Juan 8¢ commemorative. 

The stamp design is based upon a railroad 
handcar manufactured in the early 1880s by 
the Bucyrus Foundry and Manufacturing Co., 
Bucyrus, Ohio. The company manufactureé 
handcars from about 1880-1900. 

Brooks’ rendering is based primarily upon 
an illustration of a lever-type handcar that 
was first published in the June 15, 1883, edi- 
tion of Railroad Gazette. The lever-type pump 
handcar has come to be regarded as the most 
practical and most familiar of the manual 
transports. 


The railroad handcar played an essential 
role in American railway history. In the early 
years, it was indispegsable to the everyday 
workings and development of the railway in- 
dustry. 

The handcar often carried men and sup- 
plies needed for track gangs and repair crews 
for such related structures as signals, fences, 
water tanks and bridges. It also served as a 
handy conveyance for inspection parties. 

The new Handcar stamp is part of the 
Transportation series of definitive coils, be-, 
gun in 1981 with the 18¢ Surrey. Transporta-

tion coils ultimately will replace issues from 
previous series; the 3¢ Handcar will allow the 
3¢ Francis Parkman stamp from the Promi- 
nent Americans series to be phased out. 

Like the other Transportation coils, the 
Handcar will be a single-color intaglio prod- 
uct. The color will be green. It will be pro- 
duced in coils of 500 and 3,000 stamps. 

The tiny plate number will appear at the 
bottom center of the stamp adjacent to the 
joint line marking every 24 stamps. 


The engravers were Edward P. Archer (vi- 
gnette) and Thomas J. Bakos (inscriptions). 
Image area size is 0.75 by 0.82 inches or 19.05 
by 20.82 millimeters.

POST RIDER 
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COLONIAL

FIRST DAY OF ISSUE 














Well before the Revolutionary Era, distinct 
attempts for a successful colonial post were made, 
one of the most notable being a postal route opened 
by New York Governor Francis Lovelace from New York 
to Boston in 1672, but which did not last. The Bos- 
ton merchants had looked with favor on this post, 
however, and in 1673 the Massachusetts General Court 
ordered that post riders, who had previously received 
no stated allowance, "should receive 3d. a mile and 
full satisfaction for the expenses of man and beast.” 

Further direction provided that "If any letters 
or pacquets shall lie or remain in the office un- 
called for, by the space of 48 hours, the Post Mas- 
ter then sending them forth to the respective houses 
of the persons to whom they may be directed shall 
receive one penny more for each letter or pacquet." 
The continuation of a postal service was inevitable. 

The initial colonial post riders were expected 
to complete one round trip within a month, however, 
by 1764 actual service between such cities as New 
York and Philadelphia was expanded to three trips a 
week each way, the riders travelling by night as 
well as by day for the first time. 


Compared to the thousands of post offices and 
branches in the State of New York today, in 1773 
just three post offices existed---at New York, Albany 
and Skeensborough. In 1773, New York was selected 
as the headquarters of the United States Post Office, 
but this plan did not mature. 

The State of New York wasa fitting locale for 
issuance of the Post Rider commemorative postage stamp 
---and it was an honor for ROPEX to host this first day 
of issue ceremony. The horizontal stamp, which fea- 
tures a post rider, was designed by William A. Smith, 
of Pineville, Pennsylvania. Mr. Smith has also created 
designs for other issues in the "Bicentennial Communi- 
cations" series of 1973. 

The stamp was modelled by V. Jack Ruther and en- 
graved by Joseph S. Creamer, Jr. (vignette) and James 
Goodbody (lettering) of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing.

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The Two Cent value of the Pan American series was issued 
May 1, 1901. The central feature of this stamp is a 
picture of the Empire State Express, operated by the New 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad. The photo used 
for this engraving was taken by A. P. Yates of Syracuse, 
New York, while the train was traveling sixty miles per 
hour. The design was drawn by R. Ostrander Smith and the 
engraving for both the vignette and frame was done by 
Messrs. Baldwin and Ellis of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. 


The train shown on this stamp was selected after an urgent 
appeal by G. H. Daniels, General Passenger Agent of the 
New York Central Railroad. He explained that the Pan 
American Exposition was to be held in Buffalo that year, 
and that since the New York Central was primarily a New 
York institution, the Empire State Express was a logical 
subject to be used. 


The New York Central Railroad, without stating that it was 
a two cent stamp to which they were referring, claimed in 
their advertisements that "Two hundred million steel engra- 
vings of the most famous railroad train in the world are 
on sale in every city, town, village and hamlet in the 
United States." 


Although more than twice as many sheets of this value were 
printed than of the one cent, considerably fewer inverts 
have been found. The generally accepted quantity of known 
copies of this invert was approximately 155. The official 
check notes 153 unused and only one or two used. 


The first batch of the two cent inverts were found by a 

Mr. Davis, who sold them to dealers along Nassau Street for 
five dollars each. "I bought a block of four from him for 
twenty dollars," said Mr. Walter S. Scott, "but when I heard 
he was peddling them around the street for five dollars each, 
I demanded my money back and returned the stamps to him. 
This was the biggest mistake I ever made," (In a recent 
auction, a block of four brought more than 100,000 dollars.) 


A sheet of 100 was purchased by a Mr. Fred Schoenberg, of 
Brooklyn. He was a Sunday School teacher and showed the 
stamps to his class, One of the ladies noted that the 
locomotive was “upside down." He then gave each of the 
ladies one of the stamps as a souvenir. A few days later he 
was visited by a man claiming to be a postal inspector who 
demanded the return of the sheet, offering to replace it 
with a correct sheet. Mr. Schoenberg, however, refused to 
return the stamps, claiming he had honestly acquired them. 
He finally made a deal with the man for 1,000 dollars for 
the 96 stamps. These stamps were in a different shade than 
the other find. A few other small lots came to light in the 
New York area, but the total is still only 155 copies. 


There were 35 vignette plates used in printing and 12 frame 
plates. The total number of stamps printed (both regular 
and inverted) was 209,759,700.
